A recommendation to hire two 
teachers for Wilmington's gifted 
and talented program and a 
physical education teacher at the 
high school was shot down last 
weck by school committeemen 
concerned with the town's growing 
deficit and their own credibility. In 
the end, Supt. William Fay 
withdrew the agenda item after the 
board voted five to one not to hire 
one of the two teachers slated for 
the gifted and talented program. 

During the evening, debate was 
extensive and, once or twice, led to 
some harsh words. Several mem- 
bers said they would not consider 
the superintendent's recommen- 
dation because the selectmen were 
given assurances that no more 
positions would be filled during the 
town’s fiscal crisis. 

"There can be no more spending 
by this committee. It's so unfair to 
the town; it's got to stop," said Peg 
Kane who expressed "dismay" at 
the move to hire personnel in the 
light of a new shortfall figure of 
$497,000 for the schools alone. 
That figure, said Kane, includes 
$18,000 still to be cut from an 
earlier round of reductions and 
$13,000 in water bills. 

"At some point we have to suck it 
up and start assuming some of that 
debt," said Bob Peterson. He noted 
the board agreed not to fill vacant 
positions, 

"To have to continually vote for 
these things after we say we 
weren't going to do it reduces our 
credibility," Peterson added. 

John DeMarco stood alone in 
supporting Fay's recommendation. 
He argued that the money to fund 
the positions is already in the 
budget. DeMarco pointed out, too, 
if the committee wanted to leave 
the gifted and talented positions 
unfilled, members should have cut 
the program out of the budget. He 
said if the positions at the 
Shawsheen School and, Woburn 
Street School aren't filled, "we're 
telling kids who are talented and 
have that gift we don't want to do 
anything for them." 


Taxes due Friday 

Wilmington property owners are 
finding that their tax bills are 
smaller this year, only there are 
twice as many bills. What has 
happened is that the town has gone 
toa quarterly billing system, 
instead of semi-annual. The total 
paid is the same, but the town has a 
better cash flow situation, with less 
need for borrowing. 

The second payment of the FY92 
tax year will be due by the end of 
the day Friday, Nov. 1. Payments 
may be sent to P.O. Box 2000, 
Wilmington, or taken to the 
treasurer's office in Room 1 of the 
Town Hall.

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Dr. Shirley Callan noted while 
she favored the program, "there 
has to be somewhere we stop.”

Members voted not to hire the 
gifted and talented teacher for the 
Shawsheen. Fay withdrew his other 
candidate from consideration and 
later told the Town Crier, as a re- 
sult of the board's vote, "the entire 
program is dead" at this time. 

The superintendent urged the 
board to consider the physical 
education position on its own 
merit. He said if the position was 
left unfilled there could be a 
domino effect on health courses at 
the elementary level and on tea- 
chers' preparation periods allowed 
in the contract. Without a new 
teacher, teachers would lose one 
prep period and would likely file a 
grievance against the board. Fay 
added, in lieu of the additional 
teacher, he would be forced to ask 
principals to cover certain classes. 
This solution, he said, would cost 
about $200 a day and mean admini- 
strators wouldn't be free to readily 
respond to building problems. 

An angry Peg Kane criticized the 
superintendent for failing to follow 
through on directives from the 
board to eliminate such programs 
as the busin partnership and 
computers. She then told Fay, "I 
don't see the problem here." 

"You don't see the problem here 
because you're not the superinten- 
dent of schools. I know lots of time 
you think you are," retorted Fay. 

Andrea Paglia was critical of 28 
more cuts proposed in the area of 
supplies and materials. She said she 
couldn't see hiring any new 
teachers in,the light of those cuts.

classroom teacher. Pencils don't 
teach. Books don't teach, Teachers 
teach," Fay replied. 

Athletic Director Jim Gillis 
jumped into the fray and told the 
board a second physical education 
teacher is "desperately" needed. 

“Our students need this position. 
We are not hiring new staff here,” 
Gillis maintained. He went on to 
explain the position would be 
funded with money saved from the 
seven percent teachers’ increase. 

"Just because it’s in the budget 
doesn't mean you have to spend it,” 
said Wilmington resident James 
Murray. 

Fay then withdrew the agenda 
item saying the board's sentiment 
was clear. He told this paper 
Monday he was presently acting on 
a suggestion made by the chairman 
to hire a substitute at $50 a day to 
fill the physical education position.

Bus fee reduced 
for school band

A delegation of angry parents was 
in attendance at Wednesday's school 
board meeting as committeemen 
voted four to three to reconsider a 
$25 bus fee for members of the high 
school band, After much delibera. 
tion, the committee voted to reduce 
the figure to make it more in line 
with actual transportation costs. 

Lorraine Kalil, who heads the 
performing and fine arts program 
in the Wilmington system, argued 
that it was unfair to charge a fee 
since the band is a part of the school 
curriculum and not an extra 
curricular activity. Board member 
Phil Fenton and others supported 
her stance. 

"It's a mandatory thing. These are 
games that have to be attended by 
the band,” he said, referring to five 

vay from home football games. 

Because of budget constraints the 
board had decided to charge a $25 
flat fee for after school buses to 


students in athletics, the band, the 
flag squad, and similar activities. 
Both John DeMarco and-Chairman 
Aldo Caira pointed out the fee was 
voted in the interest of treating all 
students equally, Andrea Paglia 
explained, also, that other school 
subjects like shop have a mandated 
cost attached. 


Kalil maintained that band and 
flag squad members contribute 
much to games and parades at a 
considerable "sacrifice" on the part 
of theentire family.

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Two.firms vie for design contract

Members of the Wilmington 
Redevelopment Authority last 
Thursday put off choosing an 
engineering firm to design roadway 
improvements along the Route 38 
corridor from Middlesex Avenue to 
the Tewksbury line until they 
receive requested information from 
the two leading companies 
The WRA agreed to look at ways 
to relieve traffic congestion in the 
area at the request of the board of 
selectmen. Members advertised for 
companies to submit proposals for a 
conceptual plan of the corridor 
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Five firms submitted design 
proposals ranging in price from 
$9,400 to $55,000. Those firms 
were Bruce Campbell and 
Associates; Edwards and Kelcey; 
Fay, Spofford and Thorndike; 
Kimbell Chase; and Sasaki 
Associates Inc 

At last week's mecting, the board 
narrowed its choice down to Bruce 
Campbell and Associates and Fay 
Spofford, and Thorndike. It was felt 
both firms suggested a number of 
viable alternatives to move traffic 
along on Rt.

Another $200,000 was cut from 
the Wilmington School budget last 
week to help reduce a projected 
$418,000 municipal deficit this 
year. Most of the money - about 
$148,000 - came from the 
unemployment and special needs 
accounts. Also cut were supplies and 
materials and contractual services in 
various areas. 

Business Manager Peter DeRoeve 
told school board members the 
reductions will not impact 
personnel but some of them may 
have a direct effect on students. He 
called the recommendations his best 
"guesstimate" on areas which could 
sustain further cuts. 

Committeeman Andrea Paglia said 
while she favored the larger cuts she 
had a problem with the smaller 
amounts, She suggested waiting 
awhile before cutting contractual 
services since the committee saved 
money earlier by not hiring three 
teachers for physical education and 
the gifted and talented program. 
Phil Fenton said the smaller cuts 
were "minimal." 

The board voted four to three to 


go along with DeRoeve's 
recommendations. The three 
women members were in 
opposition.

SURVIVING 
SPOUSES AND THE 
IRA 


As if a widow or widower didn't 
have enough to consider after the 
death of a spouse, he or she must 


contend with special rules 
regarding the deceased's IRA 
assuming the spouse was the sole 
beneficiary. FS 

The entire IRA must be 
distributed either by the end of the 
fifth year following the year of 
death or in annual amounts over 
the life or life expectancy of the 
spouse, but the decision must be 
made in the year after the death. 

The survivor may treat the IRA 
as his or her own account, or can 
roll it over to his or her own IRA 
within 60 days without incurring 
any tax obligation. This is more 
advantageous if the surviving 
spouse is younger than the 
decedent, since distributions of 
assets is supposed to start when the 
surviving spouse reaches age 70 
1/2, (Note: the surviving spouse 
should remember to name a new 
beneficiary.) 

The rules are somewhat 
technical, and inheritors may be 
advised to consult a tax 
professional before taking any 
action.

Affordable housing needs local support

Though the turnout was smaller 
than expected at Tuesday's housing 
seminar, panel members stressed 
More than once it was up to 
Tesidents and local officials to push 
for more affordable housing in 
Wilmington. 

"We need all the help we can 
et," said Ray Forest, moderator 
and president of the local Chamber 
of Commerce which co-sponsored 
the seminar with the Wilmington 
Housing Partnership (WHP). 

During the one and a half hour 
panel discussion and question and 
answer period, nine panelists rep- 
resenting various sectors in the 
community gave an overview of 
the local affordable housing picture 
and outlined the need and options 
available. 

The Rev. Michael Stotts and 
Carole Hamilton, both of the WHP, 
explained their board was looking 
into such approaches as changing 
the zoning bylaw to increase den- 
sity and expand the accessory 
apartment regulation, creating a 
housing fund so money would be 
available when housing oppor- 
tunities came along, and using town 
owned land for scattered site 
homes. The Rev. Stotts pointed out 
the boards' goal is to make low 
cost housing compatible with the 
needs and character of the town. 
He added the homes created would 
go to those who need them most, 
people like the elderly who live on 
fixed incomes and newly married 


couples. 

"We're not talking about some 
groups of ‘them’; we're simply tal- 
king about people — human 
beings,” Rev. Stotts said. 

Realtor Sharon Kelley of Kelley 
and Kompany explained there was 
a definite need for reasonably 
priced homes as attested by the 
number of prospective homebuyers 
who enter her office. She said 60 
percent of the homebuyers earn 
between $35,000 and $45,000 but 
closing costs on an average 
$140,000 house are upwards of 
$12,000. 

Two bank officials, Carolyn Do- 
novan of Shawmut Bank and Jim 
Kohr of First Eastern Mortgage 
Corp., pointed out there is home 
financing available for first time 
homebuyers as well as creative 
financing through reduced closing 
costs, veterans and FHA mort- 
gages, and the Massachusetts 
Housing Finance Agency. Kohr 
suggested interested residents talk 
to local bankers to see what they 
qualify for. 

Part of the program was devoted 
to local efforts bo build low cost 
homes. Bob DiPalma of the 
non-profit Wilmington Community 
Development Corporation outlined 
the cooperative effort which led to 
the successful completion of an 
affordable single family home on 
Everett Avenue. 


"A home a year, we feel, would 
be a fantastic approach to affor- 


dable housing,” he said. 

Developer Jay Tighe said Chapter 
774 or the anti-snob-zoning law 
was largely responsible for the 
continuing construction of the 220 
units in the Shawsheen Commons

Whether you're pro-life or pro-choice, this tale of Sean 
Brogan will be your genuine Halloween scare this week. 

Thanks to one of our fearless county judges, Mr. Brogan 
of nearby Arlington was sentenced to no-less than a 2-1/2 
year jail term for the high crime of, get this, blocking the 
entrance to a Massachusetts abortion clinic. Now mulling 
his actions of conscience behind the cold, iron bars of the 
County House of Correction in Billerica, Brogan was 
thrown into the can by an irate Middlesex Superior Court 
Judge Robert Bohn. Bohn, yet another living commercial 
endorsing the concept of electing judges, was enforcing an 
injunction against pro-life demonstrators — Operation 
Rescue — first issued last year by Superior Court Judge 
Peter M. Lauriat. 

Brogan will have to serve nine months of his sentence 
with the balance suspended for three years. But, any 
follower of current events will agree that Brogan sweating 
out nine months at the Billerica House is sharp contrast to 
sentences by Judge Bohn and the rest of his out-of-touch 
robed clique to greater offenders. 

Smoke your pot, distribute your drugs and steal my car, 
no problem. Probation's your worst risk under the 
auspices of the old, crony-ridden Mass. judiciary. But 
plant your body at the front porch of Pre-term Health 
Services in Brookline, Crittendon Hastings House in 
Brighton and Womancare in New Bedford and you'll be 
bullied into the paddy wagon by a burly cop, with free and 
direct passage to Judge Bohn's unequal docket. 

I could have puffed a big, fat joint in His Imperial 
Honor's face and gotten off with less. 

I'm pro-life, but as I've never been a candidate for 
Monsignor, I tend not to be entirely absorbed by the issue 
— which is certainly filled with "holier than thous" on 
both sides. My greater concer of late is a sour economy 
and friends trying to survive the Second Great Depression. 
But as I read headlines about a prison sentence entirely 
disproportionate to the crime, I shudder at the ultimate 
power and apparent bias of our judges. Be you pro-life or 
pro-choice, one might hope there's agreement that nine 
months jail time for protesting on conviction is hardly 
within the realm of reality. Ironically, as the Supreme 
Court is poised to clarion their cause, state jurists treat 
pro-lifers unfairly, when the majority bear no threat to 
society and scarce prison space can be used for those more 
deserving incarceration. 

If Judge Bohn ever dished out nine in the can to one of 
the wackos blocking traffic at Seabrook, a hue and cry 
would ensue. If the lamebrains who broke into Textron 
armed with cow blood did time like Brogan's, there'd be a 
sit-in at the judge's chambers. 

It's presently fashionable to bash on abortion protesters - 
their greatest crime a zealous contempt for Roe vs. Wade 
and a willingness to risk personal liberty for the sake of 
provoking thought — because whenever someone goes 
against the grain they're personified as some sort of 
demon. 

Put them away, Judge Bohn, if they lay a hand on a 
single patient. Incarcerate them for years if they pur- 
posely cause bodily injury to any woman seeking what is, 
for now, a legal medical service. But don't con us with 
nine more months than you'd probably hand a first time 
drunk driver. : 

Sean Brogan's ‘crime’ is non-violent, conscientious 
resistance. Martin Luther King and Gandhi cherished this 
as did their followers. But Operation Rescue, demoralized 
in the liberal press, is victim of a double standard in which 
civil disobedience for an unpopular cause will not be 
tolerated.

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Outdoors column ai 
Archery the future of Mass. hunting 


by Bill Conlon 

The future of hunting in eastern 
Massachusetts, particularly the age- 
old pursuit of deer hunting, can be 
summed up in one word: Archery. 

Every year, more towns in this 
Part of the state outlaw discharge of 
firearms, making it difficult to find 
a place for target shooting, let alone 
room to hunt. 

The days of the loaded musket on 
the mantle, ready for action, are no 
longer applicable. 

Instead, the day of the archer is at 
hand. Archery offers a number of 
advantages and disadvantages for a 
modern-day hunter, 

For the sheer beginner, pick up a 
book on basic archery, afi also buy 
a few of the archery magazines on 
the stands. Just the advertisements 
in the archery mags are worth the 
price, to see what's available. 

A good, composite bow will cost 
around $150, but you can spend lots 
more. You can find state-of-the-art 
high-tech bows with amazing speed 
and all sorts of gimmicks, but it all 
boils down to sticking an arrow in 
the right spot. 

You'll need a bow, arrows of the 
right size, weight and length (ask a 
sporting goods type for a chart, but 
do buy at least a dozen because you 
will lose arrows), practice points, 
and a set of broadheads for actual 
work. A bow sight is a big plus for 
accuracy, but a branch of archery 
called "instinctive" shooting uses no 
sights, 

After that, you can drape on tons 
of toys, from balance weights and 
peep sights to radio arrow-finders 
and animal-shaped targets. 

The basics, however, are the bow, 
the arrows and the broadheads. All 
the rest is optional equipment. 

Massachusetts law requires a bow 
with 40 pounds of draw weight at 


28 inch draw as the minimum for 
deer and turkey hunting. Luckily, 
that isn't hard to find. 

Simple fiberglass bows, found in 
kids' archery sets, are often legal. 
Look for the draw weight stamped 
‘on one of the limbs of the bow. 

I found such a bow in the cellar, 
and I use it to tone up my arms and 
shoulders prior to bow season. My 
bow is an adjustable 55 to 70 pound 
Bear Whitetail Hunter II composite 
bow (with the wheels), set around 
62 pounds, but the fiberglass bow 
has a big plus for me. 

Composite bows have a "let-off," 
meaning it takes around 62 pounds 
to start pulling the string back, but 
halfway there the pull needed falls 
off sharply. With a SO percent let- 
off, let's say, it requires 31 pounds 
of pull to keep my bowstring, back, 
while the simple "straight" bow has 
no such let-off. The 40 pound pull 
of the simpler bow stays more or 
less constant, requiring real muscle 
to keep the bowstring back. 

Oddly enough, that cheapie bow 
requires more strength to draw and 
hold than my "bigger" composite. 
Excellent exercise, really. 

Next comes the arrow itself, and 
the simple shaft is not so simple. 

Arrows are made of aluminum or 
composite materials, and the weight 
of the arrow is decided by the draw 
strength of your bow, If an arrow 
is too light, it may bend, while an 
overweight arrow is slower than it 
needs to be. 

The length of the arrow is based 
upon your arm length. I've got a 
long reach, so my shafts are a touch 
lengthy. Some archers like to use an 
"overdraw" device, which lets you 
use a shorter arrow for improved 


speed. The only problem I can see , 


is that an overdraw shelf puts your 
broadhead behind your hand at full

draw, which makes me twitchy. I'll 
surrender the speed rather than risk 
my hands, thanks. 

The broadhead, the working part 
of the hunting arrow, must have 
razor-sharp blades of at least 7/8" 
cutting diameter but no bigger than 
1,5 inch, the law sez. A flip through 
the hunting mags will show at least, 
oh, maybe 2,000 different makes 
and styles of broadheads, from the 
simple two-blade to retractables. 

Dan McGuiness, a talented archer 
with the Division of Fisheries and 
Wildlife, says that retractable-blade 
broadheads are legal, provided the 
cutting blades open wide enough to 
meet state law requirements, 

Most broadheads have two, three 
or four blades, although two-blade 
cutters are in the minority, Three- 
and four-bladers feature removable 
blades for the most part, so you can 
hone them up to razorhood. A good 
point, to begin the penetration, is 
needed as well, naturally. 

The broadhead (brace yourself) is 
designed to cut an incredible swath 
of damage through the chest of the 
deer, but an arrow usually is not an 
instant killer, like a slug. Death is 
normally due to massive bleeding. 
Broadheads should be razor-sharp, 
to cause maximum damage per inch 
of penetration. 

Carrying a bunch of razor sharp 
triangular arrowheads around the 
woods is dangerous for hunters, 
too. Accidental deaths are virtually 
nil in archery, except for deaths by 
self-impalement. Be careful, use a 
quiver to carry broadhead arrows, 
and never, ever climb a tree with a 
bow. Haul it up with a string. 

A few other notes about archery: 

You need the Massachusetts stamp 
for primative weapons, available at 
your Town Clerk's office at $5.10

each, for bowhunting. Gotta have 
it, along with the hunting license. 
Mechanical string releases, which 
provides a "trigger" mechanism for 
your bowstring, are illegal in the 
Bay State. Fingers and fingers 
release, period. next year. 
Hunting in an elevated tree stand 
is common in archery, to raise you 
above all the deflecting twigs and 
branchés of ground-bound hunters. 
You must have written landowners’ 
permission to build or use any tree- 
stand nailed or bolted in place, or in 
place over 30 days. Always ask for 
permission, in any,event. It helps if 
the landowner knows who you are, 
to avoid unpleasant suprises later. 


Archers should be accurate to 40 
yards, and dead-on at lesser ranges. 
But 40 yards isn't very far at all, so 
an archer needs to get very close!!! 

Archery is an automatic antlerless 
deer permit. Archers don't have to 
“put antlers" on deer, but only one 
anterless deer is allowed. The next 
one has to wear a hat, but the better 
hunters put hats on all of ‘em. 

Camoflage is traditional garb for 
bowhunters, but it isn't required. 
You don't need blaze orange, like 
shotgunners, but it is wise to wear 
it. Deer ate colorblind, so cammies 
only hide you from the neighbors, 
which isn't such a bad idea. Some 
folks call the police at first sight of 
a hunter, 

The archery season for deer will 
commence at one-half hour before 
sunset on Monday, November 4, to 
run until November 23 (minus the 
Sabbaths, of course). Archers get a 
nice, long deer season. 

Good luck, archers. Let me know 
if you score.

Doug Wade is about personal- 
ized service with a smile. A 
Reading resident for 12 years and 
a former “Jaycee of the Year,” he 
has sponsored “numerous” teams 
- baseball, softball, a hockey clin- 
ic for 10 year: can’t remember 
them all” he says, 

So far, this year alone, the 
thank-you letters to him hail from 
the Reading Drug and Alcohol 
Task Force, Reading Clergy 
Association, Creative Arts, Old 
South United Methodist Church, 
Lions Club-Health Department 
Health Clinic, and Reading High 
School where he has made dona- 
tions to several teams, the 
Boosters, the high school musical, 
and through a car washathon, the 
band. 

In better economic times, when 
he last ran a penny-a-gallon 
promo’, Doug's Exxon raised - in 
30 days - $1,596,29 for the Elder 
Services Shopping Assistance 
Program, a vital lifeline for the 
homebound.

WINCHESTER - According 
to Winchester Police Detective 
Licutenant James Pierce, the 
Winchester Police Department 
receives on average 15 calls per 
week on domestic incidents;

With incidents of domestic vio- 
lence up all over - partly because 
of the poor economy, high unem- 
ployment, tight money, and 
increased public awareness - arca 
police are pleased to sce the 
changes in state laws regarding 
intervention, which went into 
effect in March. One change, for 
example, allows for the protection 
of household members from non- 
blood relatives, such as in-laws 
and ex-spouses. 

In Winchester, incidents of 
abuse in boyfriend-girlfriend rela- 
tionships, in particular, are up. 
More information on the law is 
available in the Executive Office 
for Public Safety’s “Policy for 
Law Enforcement Response to 
Domestic Violence.”

Osteoarthritis joint disease 
affects many Americans 


Do you know someone who 
can tell when it's going to rain 
because of the pain in his knee or 
hips? Chances are, you know 
someone with osteoarthritis, a dis- 
case so common that nearly 
everyone over forty shows some 
signs of it on x-rays. In fact, it's 
estimated that 20 million 
Americans have symptoms of this 
joint disease at any given time. 
With Fall weather here, meaning 
more precipitation, it's a good 
time to take a closer look at 
osteoarthritis. 

Just what is osteoarthritis? 
“Actually, there are two types of 
osteoarthritis," explains Sharon 
Stotsky, M.D., a specialist in 
rheumatology at the Regional 
Health Center in Wilmington, a 
division of Winchester Hospital. 

“Primary osteoarthritis results 
from normal wear and tear, and 
most commonly affects the joints 
subjected to the greatest move- 
ment and stress, such as the lower 
back, hips, knees, neck and fin- 
gers," she notes. 

"Secondary osteoarthritis can 
occur after a joint is injured, as a 
result of certain diseases such as 
diabetes, or from chronic trauma 
due to obesity, poor posture or 
what is known as overuse syn- 
drome." Overuse syndrome most 
often occurs in certain occupa- 
tions that require repetitive 
motions, such as typing or assem- 
bly line work. 

Both forms of osteoarthritis 
cause a gradual loss of the soft, 
smooth cartilage at joint surfaces, 
often accompanied by an over- 
growth of bone at the joints to 
compensate. The result -- joint 
pain and stiffness. 


Because of the pain and stiff- 

ss, most people are inclined to 
minimize the movement of arthrit- 
ic joints. Unfortunately, this often 
leads to stiffer joints and more 
pain, since inactivity weakens the 
muscles that support the joints. 


"People who have osteoarthri- 
tis can maintain and even improve 
flexibility and diminish pain 
through a well-designed exercise 
program to stretch and strengthen 
muscles and joints,” states Dr. 


Stotsky. The key to its effective- 
ness is to implement it gradually 
and follow it regularly. 

"Medication can help control 
osteoarthritis pain and inflamma- 
tion, and I do recommend rest if 
she condition is really flaring up,” 
she explains. "But a personalized 
program of daily exercise, based 
on the individual's fitness level, is 
probably the most important ele- 
inent in dealing with osteoarthri- 
tis." Swimming and walking are 
particularly effective. 

Since we all have aches and 
pains at one time or another, what 
symptoms of arthritis warrant a 
visit to the doctor? You should see 
your doctor if the following 
symptoms persist: early morning 
stiffness, recurring pain or tender- 
ness and loss of strength in one or 
more joints; changes in joint 
mobility or swelling, redness or 
warmth in joints. The latter could 
signal rheumatoid arthritis, an 
autoimmune disease that affects 
the entire body. 

"A lot of people take for grant- 
ed that nothing can be done for 
arthritis," says Dr. Stotsky. "But 
significant gains can be made in 
diminishing pain and improving 
mobility.”

Ophthalmologists are pioneer- 
ing an implant derived from coral 
which fits into the eye socket and 
attaches to the muscles responsi- 
ble for eye movement. The 
implant provides a naturally mov- 
ing base for the artificial eye -- a 
curved plate painted to match the 
companion eye. The result is an 
improvement in movement from 
25% with traditional motility 
implants to over 90%, 

The difference is more than 
cosmetic, according to Michael A. 
Callahan, MD of Birmingham, 
AL. "As anyone with a traditional 
implant will tell you, the artificial 
eye's conspicuous lack of move- 
ment is a very real stigma. Other 
people stare or they look away. 
This causes some real psychologi- 
cal suffering. 

Traditional artificial eyes are 
very visible, Dr. Callahan said. "If 
you go to a tennis match with a 
1,000 people, and the ball is vol- 
leying back and forth, you're 
going to be able tq pick out the 
person with an artificial eye, 
because it's not going to be mov- 
ing.”

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New implant moves artificial eye 


The new implant is made with 
hydroxyapatite, a porous form of 
calcium phosphate similar to that 
found in human bone, allowing 
muscles and blood vessels to actu- 
ally grow into it. Four to six 
months after the initial surgery, a 
hole is drilled 4nto the implant and 
a plastic peg is inserted, which 
will be fastened to both the artifi- 
cial eye and the implant. 


Ophthalmologists hope that the 
material will remain stable and 
will not become infected, causing 
the implant to be slowly pushed 
out of the socket, a complication 
which according to Drs. Callahan 
is not dangerous or painful but 
would require further surgery. 


The hydroxyapatite implant 
was approved for clinical use by 
the U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA) in 1989, 
"So far, the implant has worked 


beautifully, providing nearly 100 / 
percent mobility in over 4,000 
cases,” said Arthur C. Perry, MD, 
of La Jolla, CA. k 


Dr. Callahan cautions that the 
verdict is still out as to whether * 
there will be unexpected compli- ‘ 
cations years after surgery. Most 
other orbital implants currently 
being used are time-tested, and 
have only a five percent rejection ’ 
rate, 


"It's a balancing act. On the 
one hand there may be a greater 
tisk of complications and on the 
other, the new implant provides a 
vast improvement in eye move- 
ment,” Dr. Callahan said, 


For many of the four million 
monocular Americans, the new 
implant may be a dream come 
true; as many as half those seck- 
ing hydroxyapatite implants are ' 
having another implant replaced,

Bungalows make a comeback for today 


America is coming back to the 
bungalow, according to American 
Bungalow magazine, located in 
Sierra Madre, California. And, it 
seems, Americans are returning to 
a social climate akin to one that 
spawned this gentle architectural 
form, with its wide verandas, nat- 
ural materials and built-in furni- 
ture, that was as much a statement 
of lifestyle as a choice of home 
design. 


The result: Bungalow redux. 
That is to say, bungalows revived 
in form and spirit for today's 
home owner. 

In 1900, just after the dawn of 
the bungalow, the American pub- 
lic was filled to brimming with 
the blight of urban congestion and 
the exces8es of over-consumption 
and charged with new concerns 
for nature’and for family life 
Today, as if we'd lifted our social 
concerns from the history of the 
Progressive Era, people are talk- 
ing about paring back life to bliss- 
ful essentials after a decade when 
materialism reigned. Bungalows 
fit the bill - then and now. 

Designed for a home buyer 
who wanted a simple, yet artful 
home, the bungalow was econom- 
ical and efficient, embracing its 
environment naturally and offer- 


ing an easy-care setting for a 
warm, informal family life. 


The bungalow reached its 
zenith in the flowering of the Arts 
and Crafts movement - and 
because it was affordable residen- 
tial architecture, became the dom- 
inant house style of the first third 
of this century, relinquishing its 
influence at the edge of the 
Depression. 


Bungalows, in their comedy 
style - comfortable and well-craft- 
ed now as when they were built - 
have a quality that still rings true 
today.-And needs for shelter and 
comfort are little different now. 
Bungalows are still host to family 
life, with its blessings of new pup- 
pics and dribbled ice cream, and 
accommodate the workday addi- 
tions of computer and fax 
machines to the spare bedroom. 


AL its apex, the bungalow was 
a functioning whole with an 
organic quality that integrated its 
purposes inside and out. In shape 
and reach, bungalows appear to be 
built of their sites, rather than 
upon them, with wide horizontal 
lines, massive overhanging roofs 
and broad patios or terraces to 
draw nature close. Builders relied 


on natural matcrials such as stone 
and wood finished in browns and 
greens to blend with colors of the 
outdoors. 


Inside, the fireplace was the 
center of a large, informal living 
room - replacing the upright par- 
lors of the Victorians. The adja- 
cent terrace or porch dfew the 
family outdoors to enjoy living 


Space oriented to the garden. An 
efficiency kitchen eased meal 
preparation, and with family 
activities taking place in the open 
living area, bedrooms and baths 
were small,

Decorative, delicious breads 


- At this time of year, we begin 
to look for ideas to add special 
touches to celebrations. Consider 
yeast breads, they can be both 
decorative and delicious! 
Discover the satisfaction of creat- 
ing holiday breads to share with 
family and friends. Use one recipe 
for a rich tender dough that's easy 
to handle. This basic dough can 
be formed into a variety of 
shapes. 

Carol Stevens of Red Star® 
Yeast has selected several tradi- 
tional holiday shapes. They vary 
in difficulty, The Easy Christmas 
Tree and the Cane Twists are for 
the amateur. The Holiday Tea 
Ring and the Filled Candy Cane 
could be considered intermediate, 
while the Christmas Tree and 
Pinwheels will challenge even the 
most experienced baker, 

The recipe can be made using 
an clectric mixer, or the dough 
can be developed in an automatic 
bread machine, For either method, 
the ingredients amounts remain 
the same. 


RICH REFRIGERATION 
DOUGH 

1 package active dry yeast 

3 to 3 1/4 cups bread flour 

1 teaspoon salt 

1/3 cup sugar 

2 eggs 

1/2 cup water 

1/3 cup shortening (may be 
solid shortening, margarine, oil or 
butter) 


Mixer Method: In large mixer 
bowl, combine 1 1/2 cups of 
bread flour, yeast, sugar and salt; 
mix well, Heat water and butter 
until very warm (120-130°; butter 
does not need to melt). Add to 
flour mixture. Add eggs. Blend at 
low speed until moistened; beat 3 
minutes at medium speed. By 
hand, gradually stir in enough 
remaining flour to make a soft 
dough 


Automatic Bread Machine 
Method: Follow your machine 
instruction to determine the order 
the ingredients are placed in the 
machine, The temperature of the 
liquids needs to be 80°. If Solid 
shortening is used, be-sure it is 
broken into small pieces 
Margarine or butter should be 
cool and cut into small pieces. Oil 
may be used at room temperature 
Select the manual or dough set- 
ling. 

Dough formed cither by the 
mixer or in an automatic bread 
machine must be refrigerated or 
frozen. The chilling makes the 
dough easy to handle. Place into a 
greased plastic bag and flatten 
imo a one-inch thick disk. This 


shape allows for even chilling or 
freezing. Allow dough to rest for 
10 minutes before placing in the 
refrigerator or freezer. 

If refrigerating, the dough will 
need to be punched down several 
times until it becomes completely 
cold. Refrigerate 6 to 12 hours. 
Because the chilling is more rapid 
in a freezer, there is no need to 
punch down during the cooling 
stage. Dough may be kept frozen 
4 to 6 weeks. 


The ideal method for thawing 
is to move the frozen dough from 
the freezer to the refrigerator; 
after it has thawed, bring it to 
room temperature. It can, howev- 
er, be thawed at room temperature 
or even for very short intervals in 
the microwave using the automat- 
ic defrost setting. The dough may 
then be shaped, allowed to rise 
and baked according to the recipe 
directions, 


FILLED CANDY CANE 

On lightly floured surface, roll 
dough to a 15x10-inch rectangle. 
Combine 1 egg and 1 tablespoon 
water to make a glaze. Brush rect- 
angle with the glaze. Combine 1/2 
cup packed brown sugar, 2 tea- 
spoons cinnamon and 1/2 cup 
pecans; spread over dough to 
within 3/4 inch of the edges. 
Starting with the longer side, roll 
up tightly. Pinch edge to seal. 
Place seam side down on greased 
cookie sheet; bend roll to form 
cane. shape. Cover; let rise in 
warm place. With very sharp knife 
or razor bland, make diagonal slits 
through one dough layer. Bake at 
375° for 25 to 30 minutes until 
golden brown, Remove from 
cookie sheet; cool. Decorate with 
powdered sugar glaze. 


HOLIDAY TEA RING 

On lightly floured surface, roll 
dough to a 15x12-inch rectangle. 
Combine | egg and 1 tablespoon 
water to make a glaze, Brush rect- 
angle with the glaze. Spread fill- 
ing to within 3/4 inch of the 
edges. Starting with the longer 
side, roll up tightly. Pinch edges 
to seal. On greased cookie sheet, 
form ring; bring the 2 ends togeth- 
er using more egg glaze as glue. 
With scissors, make cuts 1 inch 
apart around outside edge of ring 
to 1 inch from center. Turn each 
slice on its side 

Cover: let rise in warm place 
until almost doubled. Bake at 
350° for 25 to 30 minutes until 
golden brown. Remove from 
cookie sheet; cool. Drizzle with 
powdered sugar glaze and deco- 
rate with candied fruit. 


Cinnamon Pecan Filling: 
1/2 cup packed brown sugar

PINWHEELS 

Divide dough into two parts 
Roll each part into a 10 1/2" x 14" 
rectangle. Cut into 3 1/2" squares. 
Place on greased baking sheets. 
Cut each square diagonally from 

h corner to about 1/2 inch of 
center. Place rounded teaspoon of 
preserves in center. There are now 
two points to cach corner. Lightly 
brush every other point with egg 
wash (1 egg and 1 tablespoon 
water slightly beaten), Bring 
moistened points toward center, 
gently twist and pinch to fasten 
together. Top cach center with a 
small piece of dough, about 1/2- 
inch diameter or use a candied 
cherry for extra decoration, 

Lightly cover: let rise at room 
temperature until almost doubled. 
Bake 15 minutes at 350° or until 
golden brown, Remove to wire 
rack, let cool slightly. Sprinkle 
with confectioners sugar. 


EASY CHRISTMAS TREE 

On lightly floured surface, roll 
or pat dough into a triangle 10 
inches wide at the bottom and 12 
inches high, Place on greased 
cookie sheet. With scissors, make 
2 diagonal cuts in the base of the 
triangle to form the trunk, Pull 
dough away from trunk on each 
side, Make 4 diagonal cuts on 


each side to form branches

Braid the three strips to 
use as the tree trunk. 


Combine | egg and 1 table- 
spoon water to make a glaze 
Using a soft pastry brush, spread 
center of tree with glaze before 
placing the braid on the tree 
Because the glaze is sticky, it will 
hold the braid in place. Use a 
small amount of glaze on the end 
of each branch. Turn end of each 
branch upward to form a circle 
Place a candied cherry on cach 
circle. 

Cover: let rise in warm place 
Brush entire surface with egg 
glaze. Bake at 375° for 15 to 20 
minutes until golden brown. 
Remove from cookie sheet; cool.

In addition, Wilmington selectmen 
will sponsor an article to reconsider 
the Northeast Interceptor Sewer 
Project, which was approved at the 
April town meeting.

The timing of the meeting was 
said to be so the tax rate can be 
approved and certified prior to the 
issuance of third quarter tax bills. 

At the insistence of Anne Linchan 
and others in the audience, the 
board voted unanimously to sponsor 
an article to take a more informed 
look at the proposed $6 million 
sewer project for the castern part of 
town. The vote came after almost 
five hours of discussion on the 
sewer line, its cost, and possible 
alternatives to the route in the 
town's Master Sewer Plan 

Selectman Bob Cain made the 
motion to sponsor the article. How- 
ever, he pointed out his intention 
was not to "kill" the project but to 
work within the guidelines of the 
previous town meeung article to 
better meet residents’ concerns.

different solution to this sewer 
project it will obviously never get 
done," he said.

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Sewer question to be on warrant

Despite attempts to reduce 
betterment costs and come up with 
justification for the proposed route 
of the Northeast Sewer trunk line in 
Wilmington, selectmen and con- 
cerned residents opted to bring up 
the whole project for a revote ata 
special town meeting December 16. 

On Monday, a crowd of interested 
residents gathered at town hall to 
see if town officials were successful 
in addressing their concerns about 
the proposed sewer. These included 
the high cost of betterments to 
homeowners along the chosen route 
and possible route alternatives. 

Town Manager Michael Caira said 
the town was willing to pick up 50 
percent, or three million of the six 
million — dollar project cost instead 
of a previous 45 percent. Though 
the money would come from water 
assessments, Caira said there would 
likely\be no increase in water rates 
as a rdsult of the additional debt. He 
explained under the Acts of 1958 
voted by Wilmington town meeting, 
SO percent was the maximum share 
allowed to be borne by the town. 
Homeowners whose property would 
be bettered by access to the sewer 
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line would have to pick up the 
remaining three million dollar cost 
However, said Caira it was expected 
$1,285,000 -would come from 
donations from local companies 
leaving $1,715,000 to be shared by 
approximately 170 families along 
the route. The betterment figures 
are based on a complicated formula 
calculated on lot size and are spread 
over a 20 year period 

While Caira addressed financial 
concerns, Project Manager Emile 
Hamwey from Fay, Spofford, and 
Thorndike fielded questions on 
alternate routes, He said routes 
which service more homes such as 
one up Middlesex Avenue, down 
Concord Street, or down Woburn 
Street would be more costly, since 
they would require more pumping 
stations and more depth for the 
lines. Selectman Chester Bruce 
suggested engineers add other pipe 
lines to the project to serve more 
citizens who would share the 
betterment burden. This, said 
Hamwey, could add about a million 
dollars more to the project which 
would leave betterment costs about 
the same 

Several people had harsh words 
for the Massachusetts Water 
Resources Authority and increased 
sewer sates. Arthur Smith, 
chairmarr of the water and sewer 
commission, said his board was 
considering its own wastewater 
treatment plant to get out from 
under the umbrella of the MWRA. 
Some in attendance also claimed the 
proposed sewer was being built for 
local industry and not homeowners. 
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"This isn't a residential sewer 
line," claimed Anne Linchan who 
asked that selectmen give voters a 
chance to reconsider the project 
because of the financial impact on 
already strapped homeowners. 
Barbara Sullivan asked why 
residents should be "penalized" 
since industry needs the new line. 
Allan Stocker of Park Street 
suggested taking a survey to sec how 
many affected homeowners will 
actually hook up to the line."Are 
any septic systems failing? Is there 
still that need?" asked Selectman 
Bob Cain. Smith noted the town is 
paying $100,000 for septic 
discharges from failed systems this 
year alone. That figure is based on 
five cents a gallon, he said. When 
contacted, Health Director Greg 
Erickson said his board handles 
systems on a routine basis. He 
estimated there's at least two 
systems being repaired each week, 
though failed systems usually come 
in "spurts."

The Wilmington Historical Com- 
mission is nearing completion of a 
two-year project, researching and 
surveying a historic district in the 
vicinity of the town Common. 
Commissioners have been working 
with a consultant from Northfields 
Preservation Associates to justify 
placing the 110-acre area — known 
as the Centre Village Historic Dis- 
trict — on the National Register of 
Historic Places. The Massachusetts 
Historical Commission will vote on 
Wilmington's application Dec. 11. 
If approved, the application will be 
submitted to the State Historical 
Review Board and then the 
Department of Interior for final 
approval. The whole process could 
take until next May or longer. 

“To be on the National Register 
recognizes the significance of some- 
one's property. It's prestigious. It's 
an honor,” said Carolyn Harris, 
chairman of the Wilmington 
Commission. 

The Centre District is bound by 
Adams Street and continues down 
Middlesex Avenue and Church 
Street to Wildwood Cemetery. 
Harris told this paper there are two 
key reasons why Wilmington could 
be successful with its application: 
the number of 18th and 19th 
century homes and the number of 
schools located within the district. 
These include the William Blan- 
chard Jr. House, the Bond Eames 
¢, the Buzzell School, and the 
Swain School. Also included within 
the area are the Congregational 
Church, the old-burial ground, the 
old town hall, antl the town pound. 
In total, there are 33 buildings, 
sites, and structures within the 
historic district. Of those, 21 are 
owned by private citizens. 

The success of Wilmington's 
application depends on the response 
of those citizens: 

"Ultimately, the choice is the 
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approval 


Property owners. We're just 
making this available to them," 
explained Harris, The chairman said 
all property owners will be’ 
contacted by the Massachusetts 
Commission to see if they want their 
property listed in the National 
Register. If 51 percent or more 
respond negatively, the application 
will fail, Harris said 

The chairman stresses that a listing 
in the National Register places no 
restrictions on private owners, 
There are only restrictions when 
federal or state funds are involved, 
she said. In fact, there are one or 
two benefits to private owners. For 
people with income producing 
property, there are federal tax 
incentives and rehabilitation aid. 
There are also grants available for 
historic restoration, On November 
21 at the town hall there will be a 
meeting for property awners and 
other interested parties who wish to 
raise questions and concerns about 
the application.
